United Church will 
mark 20 years in 


St. Albert 


at special service 


On April 28 the congre- 
gation of St, Albert United 


members, 
friends to joia with them in 
celebration of the 20th anni- 
versary of its founding, A 
service of worship will be 
held at 10 am., followed 
by a coffee hour and birth- 
day cake, At 6 p.m, a pot 
luck supper will be held in 
the St. Albert Community 
Hall, which promises to be 
an evening packed with re- 
miniscence and entertain- 
ment, 

It all began when Dr, W. 
D, Cuts and Mr, H, Sumner, 
concerned about the number 
of Protestant families in St, 
Albert and District for whom 
there was no local religious 
facility, invited those known 
to them to a meeting in Feb- 
ruary, 1953. The meeting, 
with a large attendance, took 
place in the home of the late 
Frank Ball, and those pre- 
sent, representing many de-

nominations, voted unani- 
mously to form a United 
Church inten- 
ded to serve all Protestants 
in the town and district, 
Things moved quickly after 
that, and the first service 
was held on March 7, 1954, 
in the Club Mocombo, which 
was to be the scene of the

The charter service was 
held on Easter Sunday, 1954, 
and members and adherents 
from as many as 11 different 
denominations were receiv- 
ed into the congregation, 
Rev, Dr. George Harrison

from time to time,

Council has yielded in the 
past said Coun, Lukay, to 
which the mayor took strong 
objection, I am not aware, 
he said, of yielding in any 
way from pre-set policy, 
He told Mr. Lukay he had 
better verify the statement, 

Your resolution tonight 
was an example, said Coun, 
Lukay, When two suggestions 
were added to the planner’s 
recommendations dealing 
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with the proposed BACM 
annexation in Lacombe Park 
area, the mayor immediat- 
ely recommended that the 
information be sent to BACM 
Who is controlling planning? 
“There is your verifica- 
tion!’ 

“Further, if we have such 
an unhealthy imbalance be- 
tween residential and indus- 
trial assessment that it has 
been suggested we have only 
a short-lived existence as a 
separate entity, then this 
council has only itself to 
blame,’’ said Coun, Lukay, 
‘“‘We have pushed residen- 
tial development as fast as 
we can!’’ 

“Strike my name from 
the letter - I am totally 
opposed to it,’’ he added, 
ending the heated exchange, 

Some further amendments 
were made to the draft, 
mainly by Councillor Fyfe’s 
suggestions, which will now 
be prepared in final form 
for distribution to residents 

Councillor Lukay is on 
record over the years as 
advocating either slowing 
growth, or stopping growth, 
in St. Albert until it could 
be clearly demonstrated that 
adequate sewer and water 
facilities could be financed 
and the rate of growth succ- 
essfully absorbed,

structure was built largely 
by volunteers, How those 
men worked - under the cap- 
able direction of Building 
Superintendent, the late Stan 
Gerrie, building committee 
members, including Clifford 
Parkes, Doug Barron, Dan 
Richardson, and many more, 
the framing was ‘done, in- 
cluding even the massive 
roof beams, entirely by vol- 
unteer crews. The ladies 
provided coffee and snacks, 
which were served next door 
in Usher’s basement at the 
conclusion of the evening’s 
labors, when anywhere from 
five to 20 men might be found 
relaxing after hours of hard 
work, 


The church was used by, 


the congregation from 1957, 
though at first in a very un- 
finished state. Reverend Jo- 
seph Bainbridge administer- 
ed the first Communion in 
the incomplete chancel, What 
did it matter that the table 
was a portion of plywood 
flooring, raised on trestles 
to provide heat from the 
space heater in the basement 
With a sheet and white linen 
tablecloth on it, it might have 
been the finest oak, The ser- 
vice was what mattered, and 
it was beautiful, 

After Dr. Villett, Mr. 
Bainbridge kept us under his 
ministerial wing, and many 
students, sometimes just for 
a service or two, but several 
throughout many months, 
helped us on our way, We 
remember Jock Davidson, 
Dale Irving, Bill Mayberry; 
Ralph Marshall, Clifford 
Parkes and then the mile- 
stone of calling our first 
ordained minister, Rev, Dr. 
Ed Schwarz, in 1961, foll- 
owed by our present pastor, 
the Rev. Leonard J. Musto, 
who came in 1965, 

Two members of the con- 
gregation left their other 
occupations, attended theo- 
logical college and were 
later ordained; Rev, Clifford 
H, Parkes and Rev, Hal Sam- 
bell, 


From about 100 families, 
the sphere of influence of the 
St, Albert United Church now 
includes between 400 and 500 
families, Of course, in the 
meantime, several other 
congregations of other de- 
nominations have been for- 
med, who work together 
through the St, Albert Mini- 
sterial Association, and even 
more closely in the case of 
the Anglican congregation, 
which shares our premises, 
There are still, however, 
quite a number of different 
groups represented in our 
church rolls. 

At the special service Sun- 
day morning four people 
from the congregation will 
be relating what this church 
has meant to them, They are 
Mrs, Ethel Cuts, Mr, Ron 
Harvey, Mr, Burry Bread- 
ner and the Rev, Len Musto,

THE THREE SIX YEAROLD
